FOREWORD. 


The  past  year  has  been  the  first  full  year  of  peace  since 
1938  and  the  uphill  task  of  reconstruction  has  begun.  The 
war  has  left  us  many  unwanted  legacies.  Our  available 
beds  for  both  patients  and  staff  are  much  reduced  by  bomb 
damage  and  our  main  kitchen  is  still  out  of  action.  The 
remaining  buildings  need  repair  and  modernisation. 

Some  progress  has  been  made  but  it  has  been  painfully 
slow.  Housing  has  received  the  main  priority  in  the 
building  programme  and  our  hospital  extension  scheme 
must  wait  until  the  urgent  need  for  houses  is  less  acute. 
In  the  meantime,  like  the  harassed  housewife,  we  have 
taken  our  place  in  the  queue  for  licences  in  order  to  carry 
out  such  improvements  as  are  practicable  in  the  present 
shortage  of  labour  and  materials. 

The  National  Health  Service  Act  is  now  on  the  Statute 
Book  and  some  time  in  1948  the  legal  transfer  of  the  Hos¬ 
pital  property  will  take  place.  We  are  doing  everything 
possible  to  see  that  Queen  Mary’s  Hospital  shall  be  handed 
over  in  good  fighting  trim,  for  the  battle  against  disease  is 
one  in  which  no  quarter  must  be  given. 

It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  record  that  our  friends  are 
not  deserting  us  at  this  eleventh  hour.  In  spite  of  a  ten¬ 
dency  on  the  part  of  the  public  to  think  that  the  financing 
of  hospitals  can  now  be  left  to  the  Exchequer,  our  many 
supporters  have  stood  by  us  and  voluntary  contributions 
have  actually  increased.  What  a  wonderful  thing  is  this 
spirit  of  voluntary  service !  Let  us  hope  that  it  will  be 
allowed  to  permeate  the  new  Health  Service  in  the  coming 
years.

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REPORT  FOR  THE  YEAR  1946 


Tlie  General  Committee  of  Queen  Mary’s  Hospital  have 
pleasure  in  submitting  to  the  Governors  the  Annual 
Report  relating  to  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1946. 

The  most  notable  event  of  the  year  for  hospitals  was 
the  passing  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  to 
which  the  Royal  Assent  was  given  on  the  6th  November. 
By  virtue  of  this  Act  the  Minister  of  Health  will  become 
responsible  for  providing  the  whole  of  the  health  services 
in  England  and  Wales  and  will  be  given  the  ownership  of 
voluntary  and  municipal  hospitals  alike.  He  will  be  ad¬ 
vised  by  a  Central  Council  and  many  of  his  powers  will  be 
delegated  to  Regional  Hospital  Boards  for  planning  and 
administering  the  hospital  and  specialist  services  of  large 
areas.  These  Regional  Boards  will  appoint  Management 
Committees  to  control  and  manage  individual  hospitals 
or  groups  of  hospitals  within  the  region.  Teaching  hos¬ 
pitals  are  placed  in  a  different  category  as  they  will  be  con¬ 
trolled  by  Boards  of  Governors  directly  responsible  to  the 
Minister. 

During  the  passage  of  the  Bill  through  Parliament  some 
important  alterations  have  been  made  and  there  is  reason 
to  hope  that  many  of  the  best  features  of  the  Voluntary 
Hospitals  will  be  preserved  in  the  new  service.  The  exten¬ 
sion  of  the  powers  of  Management  Committees  will 
encourage  local  people  to  continue  to  interest  themselves 
in  the  work  of  what  they  regard  as  their  own  hospital  and 
there  will  still  be  scope  for  voluntary  effort  and  gifts  for 
such  purposes  as  the  provision  of  additional  comforts  for 
patients  and  staff  and  the  improvement  of  services. 

In  the  meantime  the  work  of  the  Hospital  continues  to 
expand  and  every  effort  is  being  made  to  improve  its 
service  to  the  patients  in  spite  of  the  difficulties  imposed 
by  the  continued  shortage  of  labour  and  materials.

In  addition  28,229  new  out-patients  were  treated,  and 
the  total  of  ont-patient  attendances  was  103,796,  a  con¬ 
siderable  increase  on  the  previous  year. 

The  number  of  beds  reserved  under  the  Emergency 
Hospital  Scheme  was  reduced  from  25  to  20  on  the  1st 
September  and  it  is  hoped  that  before  long  these  remain¬ 
ing  beds  will  be  released. 

“  Margaret  Lyle  ”  Maternity  Wing. 

The  rise  in  the  birth-rate  has  created  problems  for  all 
maternity  hospitals  and  the  shortage  of  maternity  beds 
and  trained  midwives  has  aggravated  the  position.  In 
these  circumstances  there  has  been  heavy  demand  for  the 
beds  in  the  “  Margaret  Lyle  ”  Maternity  Wing  and 
during  the  year  819  patients  were  admitted,  including  a 
number  of  ante-natal  patients.  747  babies  (399  boys  and 
348  girls)  were  born,  there  being  11  sets  of  twins. 

Attendances  at  the  ante-natal  clinics  totalled  8,985  and 
the  “  bookings  ”  for  the  year  numbered  785.  There  were 
607  attendances  at  the  post-natal  clinics. 

A  total  of  44  pupils  entered  for  training.  37  sat  for  the 
C.M.B.  Examination  and  30  passed. 

Midwives  from  the  hospital  attended  39  confinements 
at  patients’  homes,  the  babies  born  being  19  girls  and 
20  boys.  Visits  to  these  patients  numbered  876.

It  is  a  tribute  to  tlie  loyalty  of  the  Hospital’s  supporters 
that,  in  spite  of  the  publicity  given  to  the  National  Health 
Service  Act,  there  has  been  an  increase  in  ordinary 
income.  Unfortunately,  there  has  been  a  much  heavier 
rise  in  expenditure,  due  partly  to  the  cost  of  repairs  which 
could  not  be  effected  during  the  war  but  mainly  to  the 
higher  scales  of  salaries  and  wages  paid  to  many  different 
grades  of  the  hospital  staff.  These  increases  have  been 
almost  outside  the  control  of  the  Board  of  Management  as 
they  arise  from  national  agreements  negotiated  between 
the  British  Hospitals  Association  and  Local  Authorities 
on  the  one  side  and  professional  organisations  and  Trade 
Unions  on  the  other. 

The  Annual  Appeal  which  was  issued  towards  the  end  of 
December  had  produced  £2,843  by  the  31st  of  December. 
This  total,  at  the  time  of  going  to  press,  has  risen  to 
£4,132  8s.  2d.  as  compared  with  £4,641  the  amount 
realised  from  the  1945  Appeal. 

Obituary. 

Once  again  the  Hospital  has  suffered  severe  losses 
through  the  death  of  many  good  friends  and  the  obituary 
list  includes  the  following  names  — 

The  Bight  Honourable  Will  Thorne,  C.B.E.,  P.C., 
J.P.,  a  Vice-President  of  the  Hospital.  Through  his  influ¬ 
ence  and  interest  the  bulk  of  the  cost  of  building  the 
Out-patient  Department  (the  West  Ham  Borough  War 
Memorial)  was  raised  in  1922. 

Mr.  Alexander  L.  Howard,  J.P.,  a  Vice-  President  and 
a  former  member  of  the  Board  of  Management,  who  was 
a  generous  supporter  of  the  Hospital  and  was  instrumental 
in  providing  and  furnishing  the  present  Board  Boom, 
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Dr.  G.  A.  Troup,  Honorary  Physician  from  1910  to  1931 
and  afterwards  Honorary  Consulting  Physician.  His 
kindly  disposition  endeared  him  to  all  and  he  was  held 
in  high  esteem  by  his  patients  and  colleagues.  Dr.  Troup 
bequeathed  a  legacy  of  <£1,000  to  endow  a  bed  in  the  men’s 
medical  ward. 

Mr.  Alec  Lyle,  M.B.E.,  a  former  member  of  the  Board 
of  Management  and  a  generous  supporter  of  the  Hospital. 


Extensions  and  Improvements. 

Owing  to  the  acute  housing  shortage  it  is  not  yet  possible 
to  proceed  with  the  reconstruction  and  extension  of  the 
Hospital  on  the  present  site.  The  need  for  additional  beds, 
however,  is  more  acute  than  ever  and  much  thought 
has  been  given  to  ways  and  means  of  extending  the  In¬ 
patient  service.  One  step  has  already  been  taken  by  the 
acquisition  of  “  Hillingdon  House,”  Harlow,  on  lease 
from  Mrs  E.  H.  Swire,  who  has  very  kindly  placed  it  at 
the  disposal  of  the  Hospital  for  a  purely  nominal  rental. 
During  the  war  “  Hillingdon  House  ”  was  occupied  by 
the  Red  Cross  as  a  Convalescent  Home  for  Service  cases, 
but,  as  it  is  now  intended  to  use  it  for  medical  and  post¬ 
operative  surgical  cases  instead  of  convalescent  patients, 
it  has  been  necessary  to  carry  out  considerable  alterations 
including  a  new  central  heating  plant,  improved  lighting 
and  the  provision  of  sanitary  annexes.  Licences  have  been 
granted  but  owing  to  the  shortage  of  essential  equipment 
such  as  radiators,  inevitable  delays  have  occurred  and 
Hillingdon  is  not  expected  to  be  ready  for  occupation  until 
later  in  the  year. 

In  the  meantime  various  improvements  have  been 
carried  out  at  the  main  Hospital.  The  complete  overhaul 
of  engineering  and  electrical  services  has  made  good  pro¬ 
gress  although  here  again  there  has  been  considerable 
delay  in  obtaining  much  needed  laundry  machinery.  Hew 
bed-pan  washers  and  sterilizers,  which  are  on  order  for 
the  “  Lyle  ”  Maternity  Wing,  are  also  awaited  with 
impatience.

At  one  stage  it  seemed  probable  that  their  activities 
would  have  to  come  to  an  end,  but  the  value  of  the 
wonderful  voluntary  work  of  bodies  of  this  kind,  not  only 
to  the  institutions  concerned  but  also  to  the  nation  as  a 
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whole,  has  been  recognised  and  as  already  stated  at  the 
beginning  of  this  report,  there  will  still  be  ample  scope 
for  them  in  the  new  Health  Service.  The  following 
record  of  their  work  in  1946  shows  that  the  spirit  of 
service  to  humanity  is  still  as  strong  as  ever.  Most  grate¬ 
ful  thanks  are  expressed  to  the  officers  and  members  for 
their  untiring  efforts. 

Ladies’  Linesi  League. — During  the  year  3632  articles 
and  garments  valued  at  £1,007  were  produced.  These 
were  presented  by  Mrs.  Philip  Lyle  at  the  Annual  Display 
and  Ceremony  of  “  Handing  Over  ”  and  were  accepted  by 
the  Honourable  Mrs.  Charles  Lyle  on  behalf  of  the 
Hospital. 

Ladies’  Linen  League,  “  Chigwell  Branch.” — A  cot  has 

been  named  in  recognition  of  a  splendid  contribution  of 
£500  for  the  Children’s  Ward. 

West  Ham  Hospital  School  Children’s  Fund, — A 
generous  contribution  of  £250  has  been  made  to  the  funds 
of  the  Hospital  and  in  addition,  a  sum  of  £133  has  been 
subscribed  towards  the  cost  of  treating  school  children. 

Aid  Committee. — This  year  the  usual  splendid  contri¬ 
bution  of  £1,000  has  been  increased  to  £1,500.

Ladies’  Committee. — £150  has  been  handed  over  as  a 
first  instalment  towards  a  fund  of  £500  for  the  purpose  of 
naming  a  cot  in  memory  of  the  late  Mrs.  James  Fife,  a 
former  honorary  Secretary  of  the  Ladies’  Committee. 

“  Mortimer  Woolf  ”  Library, 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  the  stock  of  books  in  the 
Xurses  Library  was  364  volumes.  During  the  twelve 
months  128  volumes  have  been  added  making  a  total  stock 
of  492. 

Excellent  use  has  been  made  of  the  library  and  this  is 
reflected  in  the  total  issue  and  type  of  books  which  have 
consistently  been  on  loan.  Among  the  more  popular  of 
these  are  the  works  of  H.  Y.  Morton  and  Hubert  Gibbings 
“  Coming  down  the  Wye  ”. 

Good  use,  too,  has  been  made  of  the  technical  section 
and  also  the  works  of  a  reference  character. 

The  Library  has  been  tastefully  decorated  and  furnished 
and  is  attractive  whilst  retaining  its  dignity  and  charm. 
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Tlie  Nursing  Staff'  are  most  grateful  to  Mr.  A.  E. 
Mortimer  Woolf  for  liis  kind  and  generous  gift. 

Great  Eastern  Mechanics’  Institution. 

A  pleasing  ceremony  took  place  in  the  Board  Boom  of 
the  Hospital  on  the  21st  November  when  Sir  Bonald 
Matthews,  as  President  of  the  Great  Eastern  Mechanics’ 
Institution,  presented  a  cheque  for  £1,131  15s.  7d.  to  the 
Hospital.  Owing  to  altered  conditions  the  work  of  the 
Institution  (one  of  the  oldest  of  its  kind  in  the  country) 
had  become  superfluous  and  the  members  decided  to 
donate  the  whole  of  their  remaining  funds  to  the  Hospital. 
In  addition  to  Sir  Bonald  Matthews  the  Institution  was 
represented  by  its  Chairman,  Mr.  J.  I.  Hill,  supported  by 
members  of  the  Committee. 

One  of  the  many  distinguished  visitors  on  this  occasion 
was  Alderman  C.  N.  Key,  M.P.,  Parliamentary  Secretary 
to  the  Ministry  of  Health,  who  paid  a  tribute  to  the 
immeasurable  service  rendered  by  the  Voluntary  Hos¬ 
pitals  to  the  community  and  expressed  the  view  that  under 
the  new  Health  Service  the  opportunities  for  voluntary 
work  would  be  greater  than  ever.

Under  the  Royal  Charter  granted  in  1917,  the  Corpora¬ 
tion  was  charged  with  the  duty  of  “  carrying  on  and 
conducting  the  Hospital  more  efficiently  and  with  greater 
advantage  to  the  Patients.”  The  General  Committee,  to 
whom  the  management  of  the  Hospital  is  entrusted,  have 
endeavoured  to  carry  out  this  duty  and  their  policy  is  to 
see  that  when  the  Hospital  is  absorbed  into  the  new 
Health  Scheme,  it  shall  be  at  the  highest  possible  level  of 
efficiency.  Unfortunately  there  are  no  accumulated  funds 
available  and  an  urgent  appeal  is  made  to  all  friends  and 
well-wishers  to  continue  and,  if  possible,  increase  their 
support  so  that  the  work  may  not  suffer  from  lack  of  funds 
at  this  late  stage.

ALMONERS  REPORT 

As  was  to  be  expected,  the  number  of  Out-patients 
interviewed  during  1946  shows  an  increase  over  the  pre¬ 
vious  year,  and  the  number  of  maternity  patients  has  also 
risen.  The  most  notable  increase,  however,  is  in  the 
number  of  surgical  appliances  supplied,  the  figure  being 
almost  100  more  than  in  1945  and  is  indeed  higher  than 
for  any  pre-war  year  since  1932.  So  far  as  one  can  judge, 
this  increase  is  chiefly  due  to  the  fact  that  parents  are  now 
seeking  treatment  for  their  children  for  conditions  which 
even  a  few  years  ago  would  have  been  unnoticed  or 
ignored. 

A  great  change  which  the  year  has  brought  results  from 
the  Education  Act  of  1944,  as  a  consequence  of  which, 
separate  records  must  be  kept  of  school  children  attending 
Hospital.  Under  this  Act,  the  Education  Authority  also 
accepts  responsibility  for  the  cost  of  children  sent  to  Con¬ 
valescent  Homes.  Grants  from  the  Children’s  Convales¬ 
cent  Treatment  Fund,  therefore,  are  only  required  for  the 
“  under  fives  ”  and  those  between  14  and  16  years  of  age. 
More  children  were  sent  away  in  1946  and  vacancies  are 
now  verj7  much  easier  to  obtain.

REPORT  OF  THE  HON.  MEDICAL  STAFF 

The  past  year  will  he  known  to  posterity  as  the  one  in 
which  the  great  change  in  the  Medical  Services  of  the 
Country  was  inaugurated.  With  the  passing  of  the 
National  Health  Service  Act  many  changes  will  occur — 
some  by  design — and  maybe  many  changes  not  yet  en¬ 
visaged  by  the  “  Planners  ”.  Let  us  hope  and  trust  that 
the  move  will  be  a  forward  one  to  the  honour  and  benefit 
of  the  Profession  no  less  than  for  the  material  good  of  the 
patients  and  the  health  of  the  Nation. 

We  have  emerged  from  the  grim  years  of  War  and  have 
been  considerably  occupied  with  re-adjusting  the  work  of 
the  Hospital.  The  paucity  of  bed  accommodation  has 
been  a  very  great  handicap  in  finishing  the  treatment  that 
we  have  been  able  to  give  to  the  sick  public  and  to  remedy 
this  the  Board  of  Management  have  been  assiduously  pur¬ 
suing  the  search  for  more  and  more  beds. 
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The  Hospital  itself  needs  to  be  re-built  and  while  Plans 
remain  in  their  folders  they  are  never-the-less  there  and 
ready  for  the  time  when  other,  and  what  at  present  are 
considered  more  pressing  social  reconstruction  needs,  have 
been  satisfied. 

The  social  order  changes  and  the  time  may  arise  in  the 
not  distant  future  when  minor  sickness  as  well  as  major 
sickness  will  have  to  be  admitted  to  the  Hospital  beds  and 
the  saving  in  man  and  woman  power  by  a  more  rapid  and 
complete  physical  recovery  will  be  important.  This,  how¬ 
ever,  will  necessitate  a  great  increase  in  both  beds  and 
Nurses. 

We  look  forward  to  the  opening  of  the  Annexe  at 
Harlow  and  hope  that  still  further  beds  can  be  obtained 
in  other  quarters. 

The  years  of  War  meant  an  inevitable  loss  of  Medical 
Staff  and  while  the  work  was  carried  on  by  colleagues  tem¬ 
porarily  appointed  to  the  Staff  and  for  whose  selLsacrifice 
in  coming  to  our  aid  we  are  so  grateful,  it  has  been  neces¬ 
sary  to  fill  in  the  gaps  during  the  past  year.  We  welcome 
Mr.  McLauchlan  who  has  now  become  Orthopaedic  Sur¬ 
geon  to  the  Hospital  as  well  as  Mr.  Spiro  who  has  been 
confirmed  in  his  appointment  as  Ophthalmic  Surgeon.  We 
also  extend  a  welcome  to  Hr.  Behrman,  Neurologist,  Dr. 
Lanckenau,  Physician  in  Charge  of  the  Department  of 
Physical  Medicine,  also  to  Mr.  Hervey,  Oto-Phino-Laryn- 
gologist,  and  Mr.  F’athi  as  Assistant  Surgeon. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  see  several  colleagues  who  have  been 
away  working  in  other  fields  during  these  past  years. 
Truly  can  we  now  feel  that  we  are  a  full  and  comprehensive 
Medical  Staff  able  to  give  adequate  advice  to  the  patients 
in  the  practice  of  the  Hospital  in  its  Out-patient  work.  It 
yet  remains  to  obtain  a  sufficiency  of  beds  to  complete  the 
treatment  of  all  those  who  seek  our  help  and  advice. 

There  is  one  resignation,  that  of  Mr.  Llewellyn,  the 
Chief  Pharmacist,  which  the  Medical  Staff  regret,  while 
well  knowing  the  inevitability  of  such  things.  Mr. 
Llewellyn  has  been  a  good  friend  to  all  of  us  for  many 
years  and  to  those  of  the  Staff  who  were  at  the  Hospital 
in  the  War  years  his  constant  presence  on  duty  and  un¬ 
failing  philosophy  have  been  a  fine  example.  The  Hospi¬ 
tal  and  the  Medical  Staff  have  lost  a  valued  servant  and 
friend. 
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Numerous  inovations  liave  been  inaugurated  during  the 
past  year.  Medical,  Surgical  and  Obstetric  Registrars 
have  been  appointed  to  assist  in  the  general  work  of  the 
respective  Departments.  Teaching  of  Senior  Students  has 
begun.  Later  it  is  hoped  to  recommence  post-graduate 
courses,  and  the  Medical  Council  have  appointed  one  of 
its  members,  Dr.  Claude  Elman,  to  act  as  Dean.  The 
post-graduate  Teaching  of  London  will  have  to  expand  to 
fulfil  the  undoubted  need  for  more  Centres  for  such  work. 

The  Department  of  Physical  Medicine,  which  has 
struggled  so  nobly  to  keep  going  with  tired  and  worn  out 
apparatus,  has  now  been  taken  in  charge  by  Dr. 
Lanckenau  and  many  extensive  changes  are  contemplated 
as  the  Department  is  very  overloaded  and  under-staffed. 
New  apparatus  is  urgently  needed  and  it  is  hoped  that  this 
may  be  supplied  in  spite  of  the  many  restrictions  on  pur¬ 
chasing.  This  branch  of  therapy  has  become  popular  and 
more  imperative  as  the  years  go  on  and  a  fully  equipped 
and  staffed  Department  of  Physical  Medicine  is  essential 
to  any  modern  general  Hospital. 

In  conclusion  the  Medical  Council  offers  its  congratula¬ 
tions  to  one  of  its  old  colleagues  Mr.  Cole  in  his  award  of 
the  O.B.E.  and  to  Dr.  Doyne  Bell  on  being  appointed 
Paediatrician  to  Charing  Cross  Hospital  and  Mr.  Mimpriss 
to  St.  Thomas’,  and  places  on  record  the  happy  and  co¬ 
operative  relations  it  enjoys  with  the  Chairman  and  Board 
of  Management  of  Queen  Mary’s  Hospital.
